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FOREWORD 


The first impression one receives on looking at an exhibition of con- 
temporary watercolors is of the diversity of techniques. Indeed, juries 
often have trouble these days in defining the medium. We have come a 
long way from the polite watercolors of the Victorian era. 


However, closer examination shows that, despite some textural mani- 


pulation, by rubbing or scratching the paper surface, the addition of 
substances such as gum arabic and the occasional use of collage, the 
chief development is the increasing use of body color or opaque paints. 
The traditional handling of watercolor in its heyday, the late 18th and 
early 19th centuries, involved taking full advantage of the translucency 
of the paint in conjunction with the whiteness of the paper. Watercolors 
were carried off with dash and a minimum of working over, with the 
result that they had a fresh appeal. Although this method is still often 
used in a more modern idiom, it is now common to see casein or tempera 
paints applied in such a manner that they conceal the paper entirely and 
the end result is more like an oil painting. These opaque colors also enable 
the artist to re-work his painting more freely without unpleasant effect. 


New techniques are not sought gratuitously or for the sake of novel- 
ty, but are invented by artists to serve their needs. They do not, in them- 
selves, guarantee enrichment, but they do provide new opportunities. 
In examining this exhibition we can be sure that these opportunities have 
been taken. Thinking back even twenty years to such a show, one is con- 
scious now of an enlargement of the spirit. If the paintings are on first 
acquaintance less obvious, they are eventually more satisfying. Land- 
scapes, which remain one of the favorite subjects of the watercolor 
painter, are less specific and at the same time more evocative. But to 
whatever degree we are led to seek images in these paintings, it is 
finally in their own terms that we must approach them. 


Visitors to this 20th Watercolor Annual of the San Francisco Art 
Association will find that a high standard is maintained and we hope that 
many of the paintings will find their way into private collections.
